Whether someone buys comics for pure enjoy- 
‘ment or as a lucrative addition to his stock portfolio is 
hardly any of my business, As our peerless publisher, 
Stan the Man, once exclaimed in a letters page of 
long ago, “Heck, we don't even care if you buy them 
for the staples as long as you buy them!” 

On the other hand, | sincerely believe that our 
comics are the very best this industry has ever seen, 
‘Anyone not reading them is missing out on an incredi- 
ble, ever-expanding universe of pure entertainment! 
They have it all—drama, pathos, humor, and even the 
‘occasional, odd bit of offbeat philosophy. Many of 
them also go up in value according to the investment 
tipsheets, but that's really beside the point.

‘enough? Will the readers like it? Will it expand the 
vistas of their imagination? Will they want more? 

‘Speaking for myself, as well as my brothers and 
sisters in the comics industry, | have a special plea to 
all of you investors out there, Rip open your bags! 
Set your comics free! Read them! 

if we've been doing our jobs properly, you'll be 
glad you did!
